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Sparks Galore At School Meeting... 

Alfi-Day Plan - 
For Kindergarten 
Falls To Defeat

The School Committee voted 3-3 on a resolution to 
add four additional full-day kindergarten classes dur¬ 
ing its meeting Jan. 23rd. The tie meant defeat for the 
resolution and it came after 90 minutes of sometimes 
cantankerous exchanges between those involved. 

School Committee members Rosemary Sandlin, 
Roberta Doering and Mayor Richard A. Cohen (chair¬ 
man) supported the resolution, while members 
Theresa Kozloski, Linda Galarneau and Susan 
Pettazzoni voted against it. 

Member Susan Dawson was called out of state 
due to a death in the family. However, Dawson's hus¬ 
band, Jeffery, told the committee during Citizen's 
Speak Time that Mrs. Dawson asked him to tell the 
committee that she thinks full-day kindergarten is 
"highly beneficial." 

Ms. Sandlin also said that Mrs. Dawson told her 
that if she could be there, she would vote in favor of 
the resolution.' 

The vote ending the issue was actually a relief from 
the often argumentative and heated debate. The dis¬ 
cussion was heightened when personal jabs were 
made among the committee members and adminis¬ 
tration. Both sides interrupted each other and strayed 
from the topic. 

Some committee members argued that the resolu¬ 
tion, which was the result of a proposal by the All Day 
Kindergarten Task Force, was confusing and didn’t 
address all the issues. 

“In looking over my minutes from the task force 
meetings, [I saw] there are many statements made in 
the minutes that I felt were inconsistent,” Mrs. 
Galarneau said, adding that she wasn’t against full- 
day kindergarten in general. 

Mrs. Pettazzoni echoed some of her comments. 

“I do believe in full-day kindergarten for those par¬ 
ents who believe their children need it,” Mrs. 
Pettazzoni said. 

She did express deep concerns over things such 
as funding and displacement of other programs. 

The resolution called for four additional all-day 
kindergarten classes - two at Phelps School and one 
each at Rdbinson and Clark schools. There are cur¬ 
rently three all-day classes throughout the school sys¬ 
tem. The total cost for four more classes, according to 
Agawam School Superintendent Frank Ameruso, is 
$217,500. 

"How can we afford this program?" Mrs. Pettazzoni 
asked Assistant Superintendent Donald J. Charest. 

It’s a matter of the School Committee prioritizing,” 
Charest responded. “If you vote on it, it’s our task to 
make sure the money is appropriated and set aside 
next year. It’s going to be tight." 

Like the other opponents of the resolution, Mrs.

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Kozloski said she’s not against the concept. 

“I, too, am in favor of all-day kindergarten,” she 
said. “Being against it is like being against apple pie." 

Her concerns included the fact that a long-range 
plan was not included in the resolution. Ameruso said 
that the resolution was just one part of the proposal 
and that other resolutions could be brought to the 
committee after the next step was taken. 

Task force members, which consisted of parents, 
principals, kindergarten teachers and School 
Committee members, were present and answered 
several rounds of questions from the committee. 
Members of the task force were in agreement that 
moving forward with the resolution was a step in the 
right direction. 

“I’m here to urge you to vote for the kids of 
Agawam," Ms. Sandlin said. “I think we need to go for¬ 
ward.” 

The resolution called for 50 percent of the students 
to be special needs children and the other half would 
be students chosen randomly in a lottery. 

Several parents spoke about the resolution, includ¬ 
ing Diane Juzba, who supported the full-day kinder¬ 
garten. 

“I urge you to look at the benefits this would have 
for our children,” she said. 

Another parent, Christina Atwater, a stay-at-home 
mom, opposed the resolution and said she was happy 
with the result. 

“I’m sorry for the parents who cannot stay at home 
with their children,” Mrs. Atwater said. “Our population 
in this day and age are used to full-day daycare and 
preschool and now they want full-day kindergarten, 
• but it should not be up to the school committee to 
decide that."

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State Of City Address Highlights 
Education In Agawam

Mayor Richard A. Cohen gave his State of the City 
address Tuesday, Jan. 23rd in front of a large audi¬ 
ence at Agawam Middle School before the regularly 
scheduled School Committee meeting. 

In the live televised event, he outlined the progress 
his administration has made in the past year. 

“These goals were achieved with the assistance 
and support of both the City Council and School 
Committee," he said. “I would also like to thank our 
state elected officials for their support and helpful 
assistance throughout the year. 

“My office staff, department heads and all city 
employees must be thanked for helping make my 
administrative team work so well for the citizens of 
Agawam.” 

Cohen said that school improvements have been 
his top priority and cited higher student achievement, 
lower dropout rates, safer schools and a greater num¬ 
ber of students going on to college as some of the 
positive accomplishments. 

“But," he continued, "we still have much more to do 
and we cannot afford to slow down on educating our 
children. We have an obligation to give our children, 
through education, a future of dreams and hopes." 

Cohen said he and the School Committee have 
taken steps to improve the quality of the elementary 
and secondary schools and through an appropriation 
of the Town Council, the schools were given a sup¬ 
plemental budget of $75,000 for elementary schools 
technology. 

An additional supplemental budget of $105,900 
was recently approved for the High School accredita¬ 


tion improvements, including the school’s library ren¬ 
ovation. 

“We also have been able to achieve these improve¬ 
ments through the continued fiscal stability of the city," 
he added. 

Fiscally, Cohen said, Agawam is strong and suc¬ 
cessfully completed the fiscal year 2000 audit. The 
city’s general fund balance and stabilization funds 
have increased, and the excess levy is nearly $4.1 
million. 

“At the same time, we have spent wisely,” Cohen 
said, citing school improvements, capital projects and 
the low tax rate in Agawam. 

Cohen continued listing achievements, including 
the resurfacing of 11 miles of roadway, sidewalk main¬ 
tenance, and new water mains 

“Another of my major goals is to fill empty store¬ 
fronts to enhance planning and community develop¬ 
ment," Cohen stated. “To that end, the city has formu¬ 
lated a partnership with Springfield Technical 
Community College to foster the expansion and 
development of retail and small businesses.” 

Cohen also looked to the future and mentioned 
several projects he hopes to see completed in the 
coming year, such as the opening of a historical 
museum and the dedication of the new State Veterans 
Cemetery. 

“As we begin the new millennium I am confident 
that the city is well prepared and well managed to 
meet the many challenges to come said Cohen,

Resident Appalled At 
School Committee Decision

was made by the Agawam School Committee. A 
while back, six parents complained that their children 
were at risk for walking to school. The area I am talk¬ 
ing about is the Middle School district. 

At first, I was under the impression that it was ele¬ 
mentary school children that were walking to school. 
However, it has been brought to my attention that it is 
not. A bus is now going to be provided. This area has 
always been a walking district, however now it is not. 

It is the parents’ responsibility to be sure their chil¬ 
dren arrive at school safely. If these children cannot 
be trusted to walk to school without a parent, then the 
parents should take them to the school. The situation 
was under investigation by the Police Department 
and nowhere is it written that these children are at risk 
in walking to school. 

In the final decision, two School Committee mem¬ 
bers at first denied this decision, but because of bad 
politics, the decision was overturned. This is ridicu¬ 
lous. If that is the case, then every child in the Town 
of Agawam should be bussed. 

After all the work was done to investigate, to be 
sure that these children were safe (which they were), 
the decision was overturned. There should not be a 
bus in the Country Road to the Middle School. 
Agawam is already below state regulation by allowing 
the maximum of miles to the school be one-and-a-half 
miles. The state mandates two miles away. This is the 
problem! 

Then the School Committee wonders why they are 
in a deficit. Stop this nonsense! If children are at risk, 
this is one issue, but this has always been a walking 
district and it should remain that way.

Stay Low And Go!

Most people have a natural fear of fires and 
burns, but feel relatively safe in smoke. The 
Agawam Fire Department warns that smoke is 
the real killer in a fire. About eight in every 10 fire 
deaths are due to breathing poisonous smoke 
and gases. Some victims never even see the 
flames. 

Since smoke is lighter than air, it rises. In a 
building, it will go to the ceiling first and then bank 
down. It will wind up stairs and down hallways. To 
prevent smoke inhalation, get low and go. Crawl 
to the nearest exit as quickly as possible. Once 
out, stay out. 

Although you can’t see it, smoke is filled with 
toxic gases. Plastics, in particular, give off a high¬ 
ly poisonous gas when burned. Since most 
homes have a large amount of plastic furnishings 
and most offices use many furnishings and 
machines made of plastic, these fires can be 
deadly. 

In addition, smoke contains carbon monoxide, 


a tasteless, odorless §as that causes contusion, 
reduced mental capacity, and eventually death. It 
is important to stay low to avoid breathing a large 
amount of these poisons. 

It is also important to install and maintain 
smoke detectors to provide an early warning to 
fire and smoke. Exposure to smoke for even a 
few seconds or minutes can be fatal. 

Smoke detectors give you the extra edge you 
need to escape safely. Every family should have 
a home fire escape plan which includes the use 
of smoke detectors and a knowledge of stay low 
and go. Even young children can be taught to 
respond properly. 

No matter where a fire is ... in a home ... a 
shopping center... a hotel... an office ... a church 
... or wherever, the response is the same: get 
down on your hands and knees below the smoke 
and crawl to safety.

This program is offered, 
tuition-free, by the Massachusetts Fire Academy, a 
division of the Department of Fire Services. 

Fire Dept. Does Much More Than Fight Fires 

Today’s firefighters do far more than fight fires. 
They are the first ones called to respond to chemical 
and environmental emergencies, ranging from the 
suspected presence of carbon monoxide to a gas 
leak. They may be called to rescue a child who has 
fallen through the ice or who has locked himself in a 
bathroom. 

They rescue people from stalled elevators and 
those who are trapped in vehicle accidents. They test 
and maintain their equipment, ranging from self-con¬ 
tained breathing apparatus to hydrants to hoses, 
power tools, and apparatus. 

At the Massachusetts Firefighting Academy, they 
learn all these skills and more from certified fire 


instructors who are also experienced firefighters. 
Students learn all the basic skills they need to 
respond to fires and to contain and control them.

Melconian Sponsors 
Legislation To 
Combat Truancy 

Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) is pleased to announce that she is the 
lead sponsor of legislation to combat the problem of 
truancy by giving the police the power to-bring truants 
back to school. 

“Truancy is a vast problem in too many of our com¬ 
munities,” said Melconian. “It is ridiculous that police 
are powerless to return a truant to the classroom, 
even after these children have admitted that they are 
truant and should be in school.” Under current law 
while students are required to attend school, truancy 
is not a crime and officers cannot arrest truants or 
take them into custody to return them to school. 

A recent study by the Massachusetts Trial Court 
outlines the scope of the truancy problem. In addition 
to lost educational opportunities, the study indicates 
that truants are at serious risk of further juvenile delin¬ 
quency and that 47 percent of all truants will be 
arraigned within three years. The study also notes 
that truancy is frequently one of the first indicators 
that a child may be at risk for future dangerous or 
criminal behavior. 

The Melconian filed legislation, Senate Bill 293, 
“An act relative to truancy," requires that the School 
Commitee and Police Department draw up a collabo¬ 
rative plan that outlines the protocol for apprehending 
truants and the alternative education available to a 
truant upon his or her return to school. Officers shall 
only apprehend truants after they have self-identified 
as truant and shall not be liable for any personal injury 
to an apprehended individual as long as the officer 
acted in good faith. The legislation shall only take 
effect after approval by a local city or town's legisla¬ 
tive body. 

“Truancy limits students’ success in the classroom 
and makes them more likely to get into trouble outside 
the classroom, ” said Melconian, “By combating truan¬ 
cy , we fight both these problems and give our stu¬ 
dents a cVxance fox future success.”

Fingertip Eczema 

Question: My fingertips split and get deep cracks 
every winter. It is very painful and nothing seems to 
work. Is there any miracle cure? 

Answer: I wish I could be the bearer of good news, 
but this condition, fingertip eczema, may take some 
time to clear up. You should make a visit to your der¬ 
matologist to have this problem assessed for severity. 
A prescription ointment with a steroid base may be 
needed. 

My dermatologist recommends that before bed, it 
is especially soothing to put two capfuls of a bath oil 
such as Alpha Keri or a tar oil such as Balnetar or 
Cutar (available without prescription) into a basin of 
cool water and soak for 10 minutes. Plain white petro¬ 
latum (Vaseline) can be applied to your hands and put 
into white cotton gloves overnight. Added protection 
for severe cases can be tried by adding vinyl or plas¬ 
tic gloves over the cotton ones. 

It is also recommended that when washing your 
hands, use lukewarm water with mild soap such as 
Dove, or use a soap-free cleanser. Rinse well and 
apply your prescribed medication or a moisturizer and 
massage it in well. Avoid anti-bacterial soaps as they 
can be very drying. Protect your hands when clean¬ 
ing, doing dishes, or working with any chemicals by 
wearing gloves. Also protect your hands from the ele¬ 
ments by wearing leather unlined gloves when going 
out of doors. Recommended moisturizing creams that 
you can use throughout the day are DML Forte. ROC

Misunderstood 

A prophet is not without honor except i& his own country, among his own relatives. -Mark 6:4 


It's easy to be misunderstood. My wife and I still laugh about her first impressions of me when we 
were in college. She saw my natural shyness as aloofriess. I think we've got that straightened out now. 
Somehow, I hadn't communicated well to her. 

When we're misunderstood, we haven't communicated properly. For instance, the person who wrote 
this ad for a car fix-it shop didn't mean to convey what he did: "Auto Repair Service. Free pick-up 
and delivery. Try us once and you'll never go anywhere again." That's not exactly a confidence 
builder. 

Jesus was misunderstood during His ministry, but unlike the examples mentioned above, it wasn't His 
fault. Even the people who lived with Him and observed Him closely didn’t understand His mission. 
For a long time, they didn't see that He was the God-sent Messiah. That's why His question in Mark 
8:29 is so vital. There He asked His disciples, "Who do you say that I am?" 

"You are the Christ," Peter replied. At last, he saw clearly who Jesus was-the Messiah, the Savior, 
the Son of God. When people misunderstand Him today, it's not because He hasn't made clear who 
He is and what His mission is. 

Peter finally understood. Do you? --JDB

Jesus: A Controversial Figure... 

Sometimes, when we think about Jesus, we imag¬ 
ine Him standing in front of a large crowd, speaking. 
Or perhaps we remember a story about one of the 
many times Jesus healed somebody, and a crowd 
would gather around Him in appreciative awe. Jesus 
is also recalled for standing up to the religious lead¬ 
ers, and even nature itself, and triumphing over their 
troublesome intentions. But Jesus was not always 
well-received or well-regarded. He wasn’t always wel¬ 
comed. 

When Jesus began His public ministry, He wasn’t 
accepted at first by some of the people He called His 
friends and neighbors. The Bible tells us that Jesus is 
God’s own Son, but still He had to suffer before He 
could learn what it really means to obey God. 
Suffering made Jesus perfect, and now He can 
save forever all who obey Him. Among other things, 
that means Jesus grew up with a family, in a neigh¬ 
borhood and community, just like each of us. It is com¬ 
forting to know that God really does know what life is 
like for us! 

Life in a neighborhood or community has its bene¬ 
fits, and it also has its liabilities. One of the liabilities 
about neighborhoods can be that those around us 
develop notions about us, which are hard to adapt 
with changed circumstances. Jesus went back to 
Nazareth, where He had been brought up. On the 
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Sabbath, Jesus read certain passages from the Book 
of Isaiah. "The Lord’s Spirit has come to me, 
because He has chosen me to tell the good news 
to the poor. The Lord has sent me to announce 
freedom for prisoners, to give sight to the blind, 
and to free everyone who suffers.” Jesus then 
announced that those passages described Himself, 
and what He would be doing from then on. The reac¬ 
tion of Jesus’ friends and neighbors was mixed. All 
the people started talking about Jesus and were 
amazed at the wonderful things He said. They kept 
asking, "Isn’t He Joseph’s son?” 

Jesus understood how difficult it was for His friends 
and neighbors to see Him in a new light. They were 
trying to keep Him contained, suggesting that He was 
nobody special: "Isn’t He Joseph’s son?” Similarly, 
He knows that even today it might be challenging for 
some of us to see Him in the correct light. Some peo¬ 
ple today try to contain Jesus, calling Him “just a reli¬ 
gious leader," rather than the Son of God, our Savior 
and Redeemer. Jesus “pushed the envelope” with His 
friends and neighbors, just as He does with us today, 
if we’re listening. 

Jesus said to them, "You will certainly want to 
tell Me this saying, ' Doctor ; first make yourself 
well.’ You will tell Me to do the same things here in 
My own hometown that you heard I did in 
Capernaum. But you can be sure that no prophets 
are liked by the people of their own hometown. 
Once during the time of Elijah there was no rain 
for three and a half years, and people everywhere 
were starving. There were many widows in Israel, 
but Elijah was sent only to a widow in the town of 
Zarephath near the city of Sidon. During the time 
of the prophet Elisha, many men in Israel had lep¬ 
rosy. But no one was healed, except Naaman the 
Syrian.” 

When Jesus said these things, He knew He was 
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“upsetting the apple cart.” Jesus was saying things 
which were disturbing to His fellow Jews. He pointed 
out from their own Scriptures that God loves all peo¬ 
ple, without regard to creed or race or national her¬ 
itage. The widow of Zarephath and Naaman the 
Syrian did not fit the profile of the kind of people God 
should care about, according to those turn-of-the-cen- 
tury Jews. They were deeply offended by what Jesus 
told them. As it often happens when people are con¬ 
fronted with truth they want to reject but cannot deny, 
Jesus’ friends and neighbors got angry and became 
violent. When the people in the meeting place 
heard Jesus say this, they became so angry that 
they got up and threw Him out of town. They 
dragged Him to the edge of the cliff on which the 
town was built, because they wanted to throw Him 
down from there. But Jesus slipped through the 
crowd and got away. 

Jesus is still a controversial figure, and is still mak¬ 
ing some people angry today. Many people have com¬ 
mented recently how visible and vocal Christians, like 
President Bush, are assailed and insulted, simply 
because of their faith. Even though Jesus makes 
some people angry, that’s not at all His intention. 
Jesus Himself said, "God loved the people of this 
world so much that He gave His only Son, so that 
everyone who has faith in Him will have eternal 
life and never really die. God did not send His Son 
into the world to condemn its people.” 

Each of us has a choice to make. How will we 
react, or respond, to this controversial figure? Will we 
be one of those people who get angry at Jesus and try 
to condemn Him, or will we join those who came to 
Jesus in appreciative awe, growing to respect Him 
and welcoming Him into our own lives? By God’s 
grace, may each of us choose wisely.

Motor Vehicle Negligence 
Collision With Pedestrian 

The plaintiff, a 58-year-old woman, was crossing a 
street within the marked crosswalk, when the defen¬ 
dant reportedly made a left turn and struck the plain¬ 


tiff. At the time of the incident, the defendant was 
operating her personal motor vehicle pursuant to her 
work-related responsibilities. 

As a result of the impact, the plaintiff’s body was 
allegedly thrown over the top of the defendant’s car 
before landing on the roadway. Police arrived on the 
scene and EMS transported the plaintiff to the hospi¬ 
tal. 

The plaintiff’s orthopedic surgeon determined that 
the plaintiff had suffered severe trauma to the lateral 
side of her left knee, resulting in a vague stress and a 
depressed tibial plateau fracture. 

According to the operative report, the plaintiff sus¬ 
tained a central depressed tibial plateau fracture. The 
surgeon performed an open reduction with internal fix¬ 



ation, elevation of the plateau and an allograft on the 
injured left knee. 

At the time of the incident, the plaintiff was unem¬ 
ployed and the primary caregiver to her 90-year-old 
mother. 

Total incident related special damagers were 
approximately $29,000.00. The case was settled for 
$270,000.00.

Sell Or Hold: When’s The 
Right Time To Move A Stock? 

You've bought shares of your company’s stock in 
your personal investment account over the years and 
it has performed well. The price run-up and the poten¬ 
tial gains are a welcome addition to your investment 
statement each month. While you wouldn’t mind tak¬ 
ing the profits and investing them elsewhere, it would 
almost seem disloyal to sell the stock, right? 

This scenario is just one example of how investors 
make emotional stock-selling decisions. You’ve likely 
heard a variety of others. In most cases, a “buy and 
hold” strategy works most effectively for investors, but 
sometimes it’s best to distance yourself from the 
transaction, take your gain or loss and move on. 

Knowing when it’s time to sell. There are many 
theories about when it’s the right time to make a move 
- both when an investment has risen and fallen in 
value. Some experts say you should sell stocks when 
price-per-earnings (P/E) ratios reach a certain point. 
Others profess that establishing predetermined guide¬ 
lines - say a 20% gain or loss - is the way to go for 
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making selling decisions. But just like there’s no one- 
size-fits-all approach to investing, the same is true for 
selling. Your selling philosophy may not work for your 
neighbor whose situation is different than yours. 

A taxing decision. When deciding to sell for a 
gain, remember that unless the stock you are liquidat¬ 
ing is in a qualified retirement account, the transaction 
will trigger income taxes. If stocks are held for a year 
or less, the sale is subject to taxes at the owner’s ordi¬ 
nary income tax rate, which could be up to 39.6%. For 
stocks held more than one year, the maximum tax on 
the gain is 20%. 

Another way to avoid gains for tax purposes is to 
offset them with other investment losses. If losses out- 
weight gains, it is possible to deduct up to $3,000 
against ordinary income and carry forward any addi¬ 
tional losses into the next tax year. 

Using an asset allocation approach. If you’re not 
sure when to buy or sell and are uncomfortable trying 
to time your moves in and out of the market, an asset 
allocation approach might be your solution. Asset allo¬ 
cation diversifies your assets into several different cat¬ 
egories, like stocks, bonds, and cash, so one invest¬ 
ment's poor performance may be offset by another’s 
rise. The end result is that your portfolio overall may 
be less volatile, but still with the potential to make 
progress toward your goals. 

If you’ve set a fixed allocation of specific invest¬ 
ments, market timing should be less of a temptation. 
And you may be less apt to be lured into randomly 
buying or selling securities according to the day’s 
hype. Once you determine your portfolio mix, the only 
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time you need to buy or sell securities is to rebalance 
your portfolio to the proportions you’ve set. 

Let’s say, for example, you are early in your career 
and you’ve chosen a relatively aggressive 80%/20% 
stock/bond mix. (When you are older, that mix is like¬ 
ly to shift to a more conservative ratio.) Since your 
objective is growth, you aren’t concerned about occa¬ 
sional market downturns. During the past year when 
many stocks have performed favorably, your stock 
percentage has shifted to 90% of your portfolio. That 
means it’s time to rebalance to your intended 80% 
allocation. 

By selling some of the stocks and reallocating 
those funds to bonds, you are able to keep your port¬ 
folio in balance. Many professionals recommend 
rechecking a portfolio's asset percentages every six 
months to a year and re-balancing when necessary. 

As you explore opportunities in today’s unprece¬ 
dented market, there will always be reasons for mak¬ 
ing changes to your portfolio. You may have a partic¬ 
ularly good or bad feeling about stocks you own, or 
you may simply need the money for another purpose. 
Overall, though, it’s important to establish a solid strat¬ 
egy that keeps you on track to meet your long-term 
goals. A knowledgeable financial advisor can work 
with you to help create a plan to free you from day-to- 
day portfolio maintenance and keep you from making 
emotional selling decisions. Certain tax issues may 
require consultation with an attorney.

The issue in this case was whether the estate of a 
deceased father had to continue paying court-ordered 
child support after his death, even though he had dis¬ 
inherited his minor daughter born out of wedlock. The 
Supreme Judicial Court stated that the court had the 
authority to order continued support, that the death of 
the father did not end his duty to support his minor 
child. The Supreme Judicial Court concluded that its 
ruling was consistent with the public policy of 
Massachusetts, that dependent children shall be 
maintained as completely as possible from the 
resources of their parents. 

This case does not prohibit a parent from disinher¬ 
iting a child. However, in the absence of any other 
provisions to provide child support after death of a 
parent, a supporting parent’s estate assets can be 
reached in the nature of a preferred creditor. For 
example, instead of providing for the support of your 
children in your will, you could designate your child as 
a beneficiary of a life insurance policy on your life for 
an amount of money that would be sufficient to sup¬ 
port that child after your death. You should discuss 
this issue IN DETAIL with your Family Law Attorney,

Question: I fathered two children out of wedlock, 
ages 10 and 12. I pay child support to their mother as 
per a child support paternity order. My wife (not the 
mother of these children) and I agreed that I will leave 
my entire estate to her upon my death and nothing to 
my two children, as I have supported them during my 
lifetime. 

Can my minor children sue my estate after my 
death to force the continued payment of the court- 
ordered child support? 

Answer: Yes, according to L.W.K., et al vs. E.R.C., 
et al, 432 Mass. 438, which was a significant probate 
case decided by the Supreme Judicial Court in 2000.

Overuse Of Antibiotics Chiropractic Research 


I have personally seen a significant number of 
patients who have developed upper respiratory and 
bronchial symptoms this winter. Many of these 
patients are taking antibiotics. 

A coalition of U.S. government agencies have 
issued a report that confirms what the World Health 
Organization (WHO) has been saying for years - the 
overuse and misuse of antibiotics has resulted in a 
health crisis and must be stopped.

aimed at reducing the misuse of the drugs. 

According to the report, “The extensive use of 
antimicrobial drugs has resulted in drug resistance 
that threatens to reverse the miracles of the last half 
century. Unless AR problems are detected as they 
emerge, and actions are taken quickly to contain 


This past weekend, I attended a seminar called 
“Chiropractic Research: The Year in Review." I was 
reluctant to attend due to the poor weather, but ven¬ 
tured out anyhow.

vision, and better circulation. 

- A study was conducted on reaction time before 
and after a neck adjustment. The study found a sig¬ 
nificant improvement in cognitive function after an 
upper neck adjustment. 

- A study found spinal manipulation has a positive 
short-term effect on infantile colic; 316 infants with 
colic underwent a course in spinal manipulation. 
There was a 66 percent decrease in daily crying in 94 
percent of the cases. The results occurred within two 
weeks after an average of three treatments. 

These are just a few examples of exciting'research 
happening.

The report specifically mentions the need to devel¬ 
op better medical drug use policies and to evaluate 
the impact of drug advertising on the demand for 
antibiotics. 

One major cause of the current situation is the will¬ 
ingness of medical doctors to give them to patients 
who don’t require them, merely because the patients 
either want or expect to have them prescribed. Rather 
than taking the time to educate patients, too many 
M.D.’s simply write a prescription.

Add mayonnaise, a drop or 
two of Worchestershire, a drop of hot sauce, some 
chopped onion, and celery. 

Check the seasonings. Need some salt or pepper? 
Add it. Spoon it over the avocado and top with some 
of the coral roe and black cavier. 

Remember those deviled eggs? Try mixing some 
of the cooked tomally from the lobster (that’s the funny 
green stuff). You say, “Ugh”; just try it! Buy the chick¬ 
en lobsters because they are cheaper and you're just 
going to chop them up. Bring the water to a boil, drop 
in the lobsters, return to the boil, and cook for five min¬ 
utes. Add two minutes for each additional lobster. 

Remember, “it’s not what you’re eating; it’s whom 
you’re dining with." I'll have more for you next week.

Having Fun With Finger Foods...

Parties and get-togethers are a great way to high¬ 
light finger foods. Let’s talk about deviled eggs for a 
moment; there are so many ways to make them. The 
simple recipe is boil an egg. Cool, then cut in half. Mix 
the yolk with some mayonnaise, and place the mixed 
yolk back in the egg white. 

Now, how can we make that better? Try mixing the 
yolk with different foods. Asparagas is great in a dev¬ 
iled egg. Cook the asparagas until it is soft. Mash it up 
with the yolk and season with herbs, salt, pepper, and 
add your mayonnaise. (Maybe a dash of sour cream?) 

Use a pastry bag and decorated tips to enhance 
the presentation. There are several ways to top off the 
eggs. For a plain recipe, just add a little paprika; if you 
want to get Fancy, use anything from fresh dill to 
caviar (I think you get the picture). 

I remember having a nice sandwich torte years 
ago. Take a loaf of bread (yes, you need to use 
unsliced loaves). Now, cut the loaf lengthwise. For as 
many layers as you want, you need to cut the bread. 

Now, fill the layers with egg salad, ham salad, tuna 
salad, or any meat or vegetable combo you want to 
use. Add layer after layer until the loaf is filled (how-

Joel Schumacher returns as director in this fourth 
outing for the dynamic duo. This time, George 
Clooney plays Batman alongside returning Chris 
O’Donnell as Robin and Alicia Silverstone as the 
newly-introduced Batgirl. Arnold Schwarzenegger and 
Uma Thurman star as Mr. Freeze and Poison Ivy, 
respectively. All other centrals from the previous films 
also return. 

This film, unfortunately, proves that Schumacher 
did not learn from the folly of his ways regarding 
“Batman Forever," for still present are the over-col- 
orized sets and needless one-line puns that bring ,an 
element of camp to the story that the first two films 
successfully avoided. 

On a positive note, the characters and acting save 
this film from mediocrity. Arnie’s Mr. Freeze and 
Thurman’s Poison Ivy are perfectly portrayed and 
prove to be a high point. The inclusion of yet another 
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villain, Bane, is also a welcome addition. Silverstone’s 
Batgirl is also impressive, except the origin of Batgirl 
(as presented in the film) is completely different from 
the comic book origin of the heroine. This was one of 
the film’s drawbacks. 

“Batman & Robin” is very similar to “Batman 
Forever” in that the same mistakes are made again 
and are somewhat masked by the great portrayals as 
before. Overlooking these few slight blemishes, how¬ 
ever, makes “Batman & Robin” worth seeing for ali of 
the good things it displays.

The zany Jim Carrey is perfectly cast as The Riddler, 
who is partnered with Tommy Lee Jones as Two- 
Face. This film also remains faithful to its comic book 
roots in terms of characterizations. 

The tone of the film, however, is suddenly and 
dramtically altered from dark and moody to bright and 
colorful. This is primarily due to Tim Burton serving as 
producer on this film instead of director. Joel 
Schumacher takes over as director and, consequent¬ 
ly, overdid this film slightly in terms of set design and 
corny one-liners within the script. Also missed is 
Danny Elfman’s mysterious soundtrack from the first 
two films. 

Aside from Schumacher’s slight mistreatment of 
such aspects, the film is still quite enjoyable. This is 
mainly due to the great acting and the impressive 
visual effects. The addition of Robin proved to be suc¬ 
cessful, mainly due to O’Donnell’s realistic characteri¬ 
zation. Carrey’s Riddler is as impressive as you could 
surely imagine it to be in such a maniacal role. 

“Batman Forever” appeals more than it disap¬ 
points, but the flaws of the film are quite noticeable, 
nonetheless. In terms of story continuum, however, 
the film is an acceptable sequel.

Back From Drugs (Part 2 Of 2)... 

Her father and she moved to a new neighborhood 
that allowed her to make new friends. Curtailing her 
use of drugs, she found that the pounds started melt¬ 
ing away and soon she had lost 85 pounds. She found 
that with her physical self-improving, her mental self 
was improving. 

She was able to grapple with her brother’s death 
and although she still missed him, she was able to get 
on with her life. Her depression had lifted. The drugs 
were no longer needed. Thinking clearly, Jean now 
knew that she must return to school and get herself on 
the right path. 

At the end of the summer, she approached Mr. 
Cavallo and told him that she wished to “return to 
school in order to be able to get a better future.” She 
told me, “Mr. Cavallo was great; he really listened to 
my side of the story and my willingness to change, 
and decided to let me return to school. Now, I knew I 
had the chance I wanted and that it was up to me not 
to mess up that chance. I had to make the most out of 
this opportunity.” 

Well, unfortunately, Jean met up with some kids 
while she was at the collaborative who enticed her to 
use heroin. They told her that it made them feel so 
good. They actually persuaded her to use it. Well, 
Jean’s bad self started to return. Her depression sur¬ 
faced and she started to lose interest in others and 
herself. Her old symptoms had returned. She would 
feel paranoid from doing drugs. She would feel all 
“ sketched" out. She would feel that someone was out 


to get her. 

Atter two weeks, she awakened to reality and 
vowed to stop using. She decided to make goals, to 
stay clean, and to keep her commitment to herself and 
Mr. Cavallo to finish high school. Jean began to do a 
lot of reading and soul-searching. She began to take 
time for herself, to make herself look good so she 
would feel good. 

Looking at me with a smile on her face, she said, 
“You know, Mrs. Cohen, I finally did a 180 and I’ve 
stayed that way. Now I have all passing grades, most¬ 
ly B’s. My self-esteem is better. I have confidence in 
myself. I choose to do what is right. When friends ask 
me to skip, I tell them no. I just don’t want to. I need to 
get on with my life, I need to get on with my education. 

I have found strength and become free.” 

“Yes, I can see you are doing that," I gently 
responded. "But tell me, Jean, what kind of message 
do you have for other kids who may find themselves 
using and don’t want to or don’t know how to stop?" 

She thought for a moment and then slowly 
responded, “I would tell them to be your own person. 
Don’t be a follower. Believe in yourself. It is so much 
easier to be good than to be bad. It is hard to be bad. 
When you’re bad, you always have to figure out a plan 
how you’ll get away with things. Then one problem 
leads to another. 

“If you get in trouble,” she continued, “do learn from 
it. Don’t repeat past mistakes or dwell on them. They 
happened and you can’t change them, but you can 
change where you are now. You know, Mrs. Cohen, 
my father went through two years of hell with me, yet 
he stood by me with disciplining, loving, caring, and 
reasoning. He never gave up on me. I love him so 
much. He has helped me to survive. Now, I make 
good choices and he is supportive of me and proud of 
me. He always tells me that tomorrow is not always 
promised, so live today fully and have no regrets." 

"Yes, Jean, “ I said as l looked at her and smiled, 
"you are now living life fully and I am proud of you. 
Thanks so much for sharing your journey with me. My 
wish is that you continue to have no regrets."

The last time Agawam High met West Springfield 
High in hockey (the season-opener), they played the 
Terriers tough and had things tied at 1-1 after two 
periods before losing, 3-1, on a third-period melt¬ 
down. Maybe this time would be different. A little 
revenge seemed in order. 

Forget revenge. The Terriers (always a Western 
Mass, power and usually found hovering close to the 
top of whatever division they might be in) punched out 
the Brownies, 5-0 at the West Springfield Olympia last 
Saturday afternoon (January 20th). 

Agawam fell to 3-8-1, 1-8-1. West Springfield rose 
to 9-3-0, 7-2-0 after the Berry Division battle. 

AHS Coach John Cirelli started Nick Depalma, with 
Dennis Walters and Mike Kosinski on the wings. 
Adam Sprague and Ben Crum were back. Ryan 
Zaczynski was in goal. 

Fifty seconds in, Sprague was guilty of cross¬ 
checking and Agawam went a man short. John 
Tlsdell, Tony LeClair, Mike Peetros, and Crum came 
out and killed the penalty. 

West Side (blessed with good skaters the length of 
their line-up) put some big-time pressure on the 
Brownies at the 9:20 mark. Some good “D” by 
Kosinski, Tisdell, and Peetros blunted the Terrier 
charge. But at 6:14, West Side got its first goal, unas¬ 
sisted from the right point. 

Agawam came back. High-scoring Tony LeClair 
had a great chance from the left crease with 6:35 to 
go. But the puck just skidded wide left. Zaczynski 
made an excellent glove save at 5:35 on a point-blank 
drive from the right side. And the momentum seemed 
to be shifting the Brownies’ way. 

But the Terriers never completely lose their bite. A 
semi-breakaway by Matt Doe with 4:59 to play put 
West Side up, 2-0. 

Despite a man advantage at 3:50 and good play by 
Depalma, Kosinski, and Walters (plus some heads- 
up, dig-out defense, courtesy of Peetros, Crum, and 
Jeff Trauschke), the Brownies couldn’t get any kind of 
consistent offense going. The period ended 2-0, West 
Side. The Terriers had seven shots on net. Agawam 
came in with two. 

Deplama (with Walters and Kosinski flanking him) 
started the second stanza. Chris Roy and Sprague 
were on defense. Zaczynski continued in the net. 

Two minutes and 25 seconds in, Depalma was 
penalized for high sticking. Trauschke, Kosinski, Roy, 
and Sprague successfully killed it. 

During the Terrier power play, Zaczynski helped his 
own cause with a heads-up pad save on a low 
screamer from the left point. 

Agawam got its first power play with 5:52 left on a 
West Side interference call. However, Roy, Sprague, 
Depalma, LeClair, and Kosinski couldn’t cash in. 

Both teams were at full strength with 3:19 to play in 
the middle period. Zaczynski made another save, but 
the rebound wasn’t completely controlled by the 
Agawam defense and, consequently, West Side 
scored at 3:01 (taking a 3-0 lead into the third period). 
West Side recorded seven second-period shots on

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a 9-4 decision. 

Up now 23-18, the Brownies - who’d come in with 
a 6-0 dual meet record - found themselves in a battle 
they hadn’t quite anticipated. 

Not to worry. Bruce LeClair, a sophomore, plucked 
some flight feathers out of the Falcons with a third- 
period pin (1:18) in the 160’s, giving Agawam a 29-18 
lead. 

Senior Nick Beaudette continued the Brownies’ roll 
with a pin 1:09 into the first period of his 171-pound 
match. Minnechaug’s fate was sealed when it forfeit¬ 
ed at 189. The 41-18 Brownie lead could not be over¬ 
come, even with two pins in the final two matches. 

Senior John DeCaro had little trouble in the 215’s, 
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pinning his bird with 12.9 left in the first. 

Josh Abraham got pinned in the 275’s. But, like 
against West Side, things were so over by then, that 
not only the fat lady but many of the fans were head¬ 
ing for the exits. 

Later, Agawam had quite a record to show the faith¬ 
ful. They were 7-0 in dual meets, had won two tour¬ 
naments (Central’s Golden Eagle and their own 
Tomkiel tournament), and finished third at Lowell and 
sixth in Milford. They also had a win in the Westfield 
tri-meet (Westfield, Pittsfield). Minnechaug fell to 5-3. 

At this writing, Agawam was gearing up for a huge 
gutcheck on Wednesday, January 24th, at home 
against defending two-time Western Mass. Division I 
champion Ludlow.

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What is turning into a long season got a bit longer 
Tuesday evening (January 23rd) for the Agawam High 
boys’ basketball team, with a 63-51 loss to visiting 
Minnechaug Regional.

Shooting Plagues Brownies In Loss To West Side’s Terriers

For most of this season, the Agawam High boys' 
basketball team has been struggling to break a losing 
streak. 

Last Thursday, January 18th, they found them¬ 
selves at West Springfield, doing just that. 

Though it was only a one-game skid, memories of 
the previous six-game swoon before their win over 
Ludlow on January 12th was still fresh in their minds. 

However, the Brownies (2-8, 1-3) didn’t have an 
answer and fell to the Terriers (4-5, 1-2), 69-48. 

There wasn’t much of the traditional rivalry in this 
one; just helter-skelter hoop with little emphasis on 
any kind of half-court offense by either side. 

West Side started out with a press (something they 
would employ for most of the game). Both teams went 
man-to-man on defense. 

Shawn Mercadante, Vitaly Dzhenzherukha, and 
Joe Clark were able to beat that press for most of the 
game. But the Brownies’ woes came when they put up 
the rock (7-25 first half FG’s - 28 percent). 

West Side went up, 15-8, with six minutes gone, 
shooting 7-13 from the field. Agawam hit 4-10. 


The Terriers were up, 17-11, with 9:01 to play. At 
that point, Agawam had committed eight turnovers. 
“We just didn’t take care of the ball,” Brownie Coach 
Brian Alves noted. 

Agawam found its shooting eye half-closed with 
6:53 to play, going 5-14 from the field as opposed to 
the Terriers’ 10-19. It all translated into a 21-11 West 
Side lead. 

All through the first half, West Side was trying to 
work the ball low for the high-percentage hoop. Their 
30-14 edge with 2:25 to play seemed to show the 
strategy was paying off. The Brownies seemed to 
show some signs of life of their own, outscoring West 
Side, 8-2, in the final minute of the first half to head 
into the locker-room, down 32-22. 

The Brownies, playing with only eight kids, had 
Vitaly saddled with three first-half fouls. Alves sent out 
his troops in man-to-man to start the second period, 
as did West Side. 

The Terriers were still in their press, and it was 
starting to wear on the visitors. Four minutes and 44 
seconds had melted off the clock and West Springfield 
enjoyed a 40-25 lead. 


The Brownies, desperately trying to get back into it, 
were shooting from the parking lot and nothing was 
falling. With 7:23 to play, they were 4-14 from the floor 
as opposed to 7-13 for the hosts. 

Agawam needed to set up. But the Terrier press 
wouldn’t let them into anything resembling a half-court 
game. The pressure took its toll. West Springfield led 
by 20, 62-42, with three minutes to play and ran out 
the string the rest of the way.
